For many Nebraskans, the autumn
season brings back memories of farm
life and family, of cooking and
baking. Taste of Home, a bimonthly
magazine produced by Associated
Services for the Blind, offers
satisfying, easy-to-prepare recipes
that come from the readers
themselves. Featured are recipes for
main dishes, desserts, and snacks—
all made using standard utensils and
ingredients you are likely to have on
hand.

Another magazine for
homemakers, Family Circle, also
produced by Associated Services for
the Blind, offers health and beauty
tips, recipes for family meals, and
advice for homemakers and home
decorating. This magazine is issued
15 times per year.

Redbook, a monthly magazine
produced by the Florida Regional
Library, offers short stories, advice on
child rearing and family relations,
home decorating ideas, and fashion
and beauty tips. Arthritis Today, a

bimonthly publication also produced
by Florida, offers news about arthritis
research, medications, alternative
therapies, exercise, self-help tips, and
more.

Living Well, a quarterly published
by the Lincoln Area Agency on Aging
and recorded in our own studios,
features general topics, programs,
issues, and activities concerning the
older population, their families, and
community organizations.

Also recorded in our studios, Grit
has served as America’s family
magazine since 1882 by taking a
positive approach to life. Grit is
published bimonthly.

If a beautiful fall day is a chance to
take care of home or car
maintenance, you might like Popular
Mechanics, a monthly magazine
which offers articles on auto
mechanics, woodworking,
electronics, and even photography.
Family Handyman, published ten
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times a year, covers home remodeling,
repair and maintenance, and energy
efficiency.

books about artists and art:

RC 207 Son of the Gamblin’ Man:
the Youth of an Artist, by Mari
Sandoz

A work of historical fiction, the story tells
of a gambler who founded Cozad,
Nebraska, and his family, especially his
younger son who became the world-
famous artist and teacher known as
Robert Henri.

RC 46219 The Nine-Ton Cat:
Behind the Scenes at an Art
Museum, by Peggy Thomson

The author explains the work of museum
curators, conservators, gardeners,
guards, painters, electricians, and
librarians as they go about their daily
tasks of planning and caring for the
special exhibits, as well as the permanent
holdings, at the National Gallery of Art.
For grades 5-8 and older readers.

RC 46876 Vincent van Gogh: Artist,
by Peter Tyson. Introduction by Jerry
Lewis

A biography of the Dutch painter born in
1853. Covers his childhood and early
career choices before deciding to be an
artist at age twenty-seven. Includes
information on his psychological
problems and bouts of melancholia.

Describes Van Gogh’s affinity for southern
France, where he produced many
paintings and where he committed
suicide at age thirty-seven. For junior
and senior high readers.

RC 46953 Amazing Grace: A Life of
Beauford Delaney, by David Leeming

Biography of the African American
modernist painter who was born in 1901
in Knoxville, Tennessee, and died in Paris
in 1979. Describes his family’s religious
background, his upbringing in the
segregated South, and his later problems
with alcoholism and mental illness.
Traces his artistic career through Boston,
New York, and Paris, where his friends
included James Baldwin and Henry
Miller.

RC 49684 Dreaming with His Eyes
Open: A Life of Diego Rivera, by
Patrick Marnham

Biography of the early twentieth-century
Mexican muralist. Describes his
friendship with Picasso in Paris, his
Communist leanings, and his series of
love affairs including his tumultuous
relationship with Frida Kahlo. Describes
his devotion to his art and his tendency to
embellish his past.

RC 49706 Vincent Price: a
Daughter’s Biography, by Victoria Price
Biography of Renaissance man Vincent
Price by his daughter. Traces the family
history, Price’s childhood in St. Louis, his
time at Yale University, and his career in
theater and later Hollywood. Discusses his
greylisting during the McCarthy period and
his passion for art, as well as his children
and multiple marriages.

RC 49727 Rembrandt’s Eyes, by
Simon Schama

Examines the life and work of the Dutch
painter Rembrandt and of Peter Paul
Rubens as a major artistic influence on
him. Chronicles the history of the
seventeenth-century Netherlands as
background to Rembrandt’s development.
Many detailed descriptions of individual
pictures are provided.

RC 51765 On Bear Mountain: A
Novel, by Deborah Smith

The lives of two very different families are
entangled when a Georgia college
commissions a New York artist to create a
sculpture in the 1960s. Years afterwards,
the sculptor’s son comes to claim the
scrap-metal bear and encounters a woman
to whom a peculiar destiny has drawn him
since childhood. Strong language.

RC 56493 Racing Moon, by Cassie
Edwards

Louisiana, 1857. Watercolor artist
Maureen O’Rourke is happy working for
widower Taylor Clairmont until he makes
advances toward her. Fleeing his home,
she is captured by a Chitamacha Indian
and becomes a pawn in a dangerous game.
However, Maureen finds herself falling in
love with Chief Racing Moon. Some
explicit descriptions of sex.

RC 57576 A Palette for Murder: a
Murder, She Wrote Mystery, by Jessica
Fletcher and Donald Slain

Vacationing with friends in the idyllic
Hamptons, mystery writer Jessica Fletcher
gives in to her secret passion and takes a
painting class. The foray turns deadly
when a young nude model dies suddenly.
Jessica investigates and discovers a
possible connection to the deaths of an
artist and, more recently, a reporter.

RC 59453 The Boy Who Drew Birds:
A Story of John James Audubon, by
Jacqueline Davies

Recounts how passionately the young
Frenchman who made his home in
America loved birds. Describes the
numerous drawings and paintings he made
of birds, their nests, and eggs, and reveals
the way he determined whether migrating
birds return to the same place in the
spring. For grades 2-4.
